WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—In_ ac- 
cordance ~ with the understanding 
reached at t conference at the 


pine Commission submitted to the 
President the preliminary report which 
it had promised to prepare. 

The report appears to be a compact 
summary of conditions on the islands 
as the commission left them; of the 
historical events which preceded the 
Spanish war, and led to the original 
Filipino insurrection; of the exchanges 
between Admiral Dewey and the other 
American commanders and the in- 
surgents, and the breaking out, and the’ 
progress of the present insurrection, 
and, finally, a statement of the  ca- 
pacity of the Filipinos for self-gov- 
ernment. A notable feature of the re-. 
port is a memorandum by Admiral 
Dewey explanatory  of-his relations 
with Aguinaldo. 

The‘ commission tells briefly —how it 
conducted the task intrusted to. it, 
hearing statements from all classes of 
people in Manila as to the capabilities 
of the Filipinos for self-government, 
the habits and-customs of the people, 
and also the. establishment of munici- 
pal governments in many towns. All 
this matter is to be included in’ the 


final report. 
Turning to the history of the islands, 
the .commission attaches little im- 


portance to the divers rebellions which 
had preceded that of 1896, As to this 
movement, they declare that it was in 
no sehse an attempt to win inde- 
pendence, but solely to obtain relief 
from intolerable abuses. To sustain 
this statement, they quote from an 
insurgent proclamation, showing that 
what was demanded was the expul- 
sion of the friars and the restitution 
to the people of their lands, with a 
division of the episcopal sees between 
Spanish and native priests. It was also | 
demanded that the Filipinos have par- 
liamentary representation, freedom of 
the press, religious toleration, economic 
autonomy, and laws similar to those 
of Spain. The abolition of the power 
of banishment was demanded, with a 
legal equality for all persons in law 
and equality in pay between Spain 
and native civil servants. 

The commission declares that these

per the Spanish system of government 
was tolerable, but in practice every 
Spanish governor did what he saw fit, 
and the evil déeds of men in the gov- 
ernment Were hidden from Spain by 
strict press censorship. Allusion is 
made to the powerful. Katipunan So- 
ciety, patterned on the Masonic order, 


and mainly made up of Tagalos, as a 
powerful revolutionary force. 

The war begun in 1896 was ter- 
minated by the treaty of Biao-Na+ 
Bate. The Filipinos were numerous, 
but possessed only 800 small arms. 


The Spanish felt that it would require 
100,000 men to capture their strong- 
holds, and concluded to resort to the 
use of money. Certain concessions 
were also decided upon, including rep- 
resentation of the Filipinos. in the 
Cortes, the deportation of the friars, 
which was the principal question; the 
grant of.the right of asgociation and of. 
a free press. Gov.-Gen. Rivera was 
willing to pay $2,000,000 (Mexican) 
when Aguinaldo and his Cabinet and 
leading officers arrived in Hongkong. 
It appears, however, that Paterno only 
offered the latter $400,000, $200,000 to 
be paid when Aguinaldo arrived at 
Hongkong, and the balance when the 
Filipinos had delivered up their arms. 
The arrangement was not acceptable 
to the people. 

The promises were never. carried 
out. Spanish abuses began afresh, in 
Mantla more than two hundred men 
being executed. Hence sporadic revo- 


lutions occurred, though they “pos- 
sessed nothing like the strength of the 
original movement. The insurgents 


lacked arms, ammunition and leaders. 
The treaty had ended the war, which, 


with the exception of an unimportant | 


outbreak, has been confined to Luzon, 
Spain’s sovereignty in the islands 
never having been questioned, and the 
thought of independence never having 
been entertained.

| COLOMBIAN REVOLT. 


NAVAL BATTLE. 


Revolutionists Said to Have Fought 
Like Heroes Against Heavy Odds, 
Engagement Lasted More Than Four 
Hours—Disastrous- to the Insur- 
gents—Heavy Losses. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. _REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—A. dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama, Colombia,- 
Says that a French steamer arriving 
at Colon has brought further impor- 
tant details of the naval. engagement 
between the government . forces . and 
the revolutionists on the Magdalena 
River at Puerta Nacional, Gctober 24. 

The government forces were on the 
armored steamers Hercules and Co- 
lombia, which were well fitted up and 
armed for war purposes. The rebels 
had several river boats, which they 
had. seized, but the vessels were not 
armored in any way and were wholly 
unprovided with fighting facilities. 

The battle lasted more than four 
hours and the fighting was very severe. 
The revolutionists fought like heroes, 
but the odds against them were too 
great and>they were finally forced to 
yield. ; 

The Colombia’s machinery was disa- 
bled after the first shot had been fired. 
The rebels on the powerful dredge, 
Cristobal Colon, were just’ about to 
board the disabled steamer in the mid- 
dle of the river when the Hercules 
steamed up the river and a shot at 
Close quarters from her Hotchkiss gun 
sank the dredge with all aboard. 

More than two hundred men were 
killed or drowoned in the desperate 
battle. Most of them were from Baran- 
quilla. Al accounts agree .that the 
affair was disastrous to the revolu- 
tiufists, though the government's loss 
-was heavy. 

The steamers Elena, Cisneros, Ba- 
ranquilla and Elbers were recaptured 
by the government: forces and towed. 
down the river in an almost worthless 
condition from the effects of-the heavy 
fire poured into them for four hours. 

One ‘of the prominent rebel leaders in 
the engagement was Col. Eustachio 
Navarro: Gen. Diego de Castro on the 
government’s side was badly wounded 
in the right eye. :

As a companion 
and partner in his venture, Archer 
secured the services of a Jamaican 
named Rutherford. October 22, 1897, 
the body of Archer was found in an 
unfrequented spot in a pool of blood.

JEFFRIES AND SHARKEY GET 
TOGETHER TONIGHT. 


Billy Delaney Denies the Strange 
Stories Told of the Los Angeles 
Man’s Condition Since His 
Return from England, 


George Dixon Says He is Sure of the 
Sailor’s Success — Prominent 
Stakeholder Looks for at 
Least Eight Rounds. 


Jockey Bliss Raled Off for Life at. 
Lakeside—Head and Head at 
Aqueduct — Forty-to-one 

. Florizar a Winner.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] At 10 o’clock tomorrow 
night Jim Jeffries, champion’ heavy- 
weight pugilist of the world, and 
Thomas Sharkey, challenger for his 
title, will face each other in the ring 
of the Coney Island Sporting Club. 
- They are to battle twenty-five rounds, 
and in addition to the coveted title of 
champion, the winner will receive a 
purse that, with the nioney added by 
the percentage agreed upon, will ag- 
gregate $50,000. Both contéstants are 
giants. An eager sporting public an- 

ticipates a royal battle. - 

There has been a storm of adverse 
criticism evoked by the contest, but 
thé majority of the foHowers-of the 
ring believe that it is ‘‘on the square,” 
and will be decided upon its merits. 
Leastwise they are playing their money 
in big bunches on one man or the other. 

As to the prospects of victory, the 
essence of general speculation can be 
easily stated. The point made by those 
who believe that Jeffries is asure win- 
neris justthis: If Jeffries were not dead 
sure of putting Sharkey out, would. he 
make a match with the sailor so soon 
after the Fitzsimmons fight, and run 
a chance of losing big money on the 
road in event of defeat?) Then the ad- 
ditional argument is put forth that 
-- O’Rourke and@ Sharkey had the original 
articles of agreement, which contained 
the “winner-take-all” clause changed 
so that there is a loser’s end, amount- 
ing to 25 per cent. of the purse money. 
Would Sharkey want a loser’s end in 
the articles if he was positive that he 
could beat ‘the champion? 

Sharkey’s followers, on the other 
hand, say. that he- forced Jeffries “into 
this fight and that the latter could not 
- have made a successful tour, of this 
country if he had refused to take on 
the sailor. They explain the loser’s- 
end business by saying that O’Rourke 
showed good business judgment, -in 
view of the uncertainty of prizefight- 
ing and that possibly he made the 


move, too, with the idea of creating | 


the impression that Sharkey was wor- 
ried, and in that way to influence the 


betting. 

Jeffries’s admirers. compare the re- 
spective showing of men against Fitz-~ 
simmons, where one was made a 
punching bag and the other scored a 
victory, and Sharkey’s friends come 
back with the declaration that Fitz- 
simmons laid down to Jeffries, and 
that, further, Sharkey is a better man 
than he was then. So it goes, and so 
it will go until there is a result to- 
morrow night. 3 

Jeffries was so well tried out by Fitz- 
“simmons that he convinced the sport- 
ing fraternity of his worth. That is 
why he carries the money at 10 to 8. 
For a big man, he is_ surprisingly 
shifty, and has a wonderful left hand. 
It was this left that was sent into 
Fitz’s face repeatedly, and finally beat 
him into a proper state to receive a 
right on the jaw. Jeffries. showed that 
‘he could take Fitz’s hardest blows 
without flinching. Whether Sharkey 
can hit a harder blow than Fitzsim- 
mons is a question, but it must not 
be forgotten that the sailor has more’ 
weight and brute strength behind his 
punches than has Fitzsimmons. If 
Sharkey forces the fight, it will not at 
all be a surprise to the talent to see 
Jeffries shift about on his feet, and 
work the left into the face, as he did 
with Fitz. | 

All things considered, Jeffries’s vic- 
tory or defeat depends principally on 
the actual improvement of Sharkey 
since he placed himself in the hands 
of O’Rourke and Dixon.

Eight hours later 
the entire fighting colony came to, 
this city. Before Jeffries left Allen- 
hurst he had gone over several miles 
at a fog trot, after which he skipped 

the rope 750 times without a misstep, 
and his leg movement was all that 
could be desired. Other than this 

work he did nothing, and prepared 

‘himself for his ‘‘move on Sharkey,” as 

he facetiously expressed it.

“There seems to be a lack of sporting 
blood, so far as bets go on tomorrow's 
fight. Interest seems to be at fever 
heat, and yet men will not wager their 
money. Queer reports in the respec- 
tive training quarters of the fighters 
as to their inability to put up a good 
argument seems to have had a deter- 
rent effect in the betting market. To 
my mind, both men are in the best 
possible condition. 

“The most conservative and well-in- 
formed patrons of the ring agree with 
me that the contestants will have a 
hard battle for eight rounds, and if it 
lasts longer it will be a question of 
the man with the stamina to win out.”

joch. He arrived with thirteen or his 
,staff on May 19, and immediately came 


on board the Olympia to call .on the 
commander-in-chief, after which he 
was allowed to land at Cavite and or- 
ganize an army. This was done with 
the purpose of strengthening the 
‘United States forces and weakening 
those of the enemys No alliance of 
any kind was entered tnto with Agui- 
naldo. nor was any promise of inde- 
pendence made to him, then or at any 
other time.” 

The commission's report then rapidly 


sketches events now historical. It tells 
$n . substance how the Filipinos at- 
tacked the Spanish, and how Gen. An- 
derson arrived and Aguinaldo, at his 
request, removed from’ ¢ ‘avite to Ba- 
coor. Says the commission: “Now for 
the first time rose the idea of nat ional 
independence. . Aguinaldo issue ad -@ 
proclamation an which he took the re- 
sponsibility of promising it to his Peo- 
ple on behalf of the Ame: ‘joan govern- 


ment, although he admitted freely fn 
private conversation with members of 
his Cabinet that neither Admiral 


Dewey nor any other American had 
made him any such promise.” 

The report states that Aguinaldo 
wished to attack the Americans when 
they landed at Paranaque, but was 
deterred by lack of arms and ammuni- 


tion. From that point on there was * 
growing friction between the Filipinos 


and the American troops. 
“There was ck conference, Says the 
report, ‘‘betw: the. officers of the 


Filipinos and our. officers With a view 
to operating against the Spaniards, nor 
was there coiiperation of any kind. 

. There never was any precon-~- 
certed operations or any. combined | 
movement by the Unjted States and | 
Filipinos against ,the Spaniards.” 

Reference is made to Aguinaldo’s 
demand that he be allow ed to loot Ma- 
“Nnila and take tlic arms of the Span- 
jards. The latter demand Is said to 
confirm the statement that he intended 
t6 possession of the armes-to attack 
the Americans. Further evidence of | 
the hostile intentions of the Filipinos 
was found in the organization of ““pop- 
ular clubs.’ which later on furnished 
a local militia to attack the Ameri- 
cans. The decrees of the Filipino Con- 
gress are also cited, as well as the 
making of bolos (knfves) in every shop

ment in the Filipino Congress wished to 
address to President McKinley a re- 
quest not to abandon the Philippines

pines.) The President was also to be 
asked his desire as to the form of gov- 
ernment he wished to establish. But 
all this time Agcuinaldo was preparing 
for war and delaying these messages, 
and it was understood that the attack

A brief chapter tells of the lack of 
success attending the effoms made at 
this time by Gen. Merritt through a 
commission to arrive @t a mutual un- 
d with Aguinaldo as to the 
intentions, purposes and desires of the 
Filipino people. This brings the story 
up to the outbreak on the evening of 
the 4th of February in the attack. upon 
the American troops, following the 
action of the Nebraska sentinel. The 
commission, in concluding this chap- 
ter, says: 

“After the landing of .our troops, 
Aguinaldo made up his mind that it 
would be necessary to fight the Amer- 
joans, and after the making of the 
treaty of peace in Paris this determina- 
tion was strengthened. He did not only 
openly declare that he intended to ficht 
the Americans, but he excitéd every- 
body and especially the military by 
claiming independence, and it is doubt- 
ful whether he had the powef to check 
or control] the army at the time hos- 
tilities broke out. Deplorable as war 


ge the houses had been rebuilt. Fields 
that had tain fallow for three years 
were freen with growing crops. » Mu- 
nicipal governments had been. estab- 
and the people, protected by our 
troeps, were enjoying peace, security 
tnd W degree of participation in their 
own fSovernment previously unknown 
in the history of the Philippines. At- 
of the insurgents to raise re- 

ruits and money in the province of 
Bulacan were proving abortive, except 
when backed by bayonets and dullets, 


were applying to us for help *to, resist 
them.’ 

In the chapter devoted to ‘‘establish- 
ment of municipal ,government” the 
report gives in details the efforts in 
that direction. There were many diffi- 
culties encountered. The condition of 

‘he people was found to be most pitia- 
ble. They had been..plundered by the 
insurgent troops, who had robbed them 
of jewels, money, clothing, and even 
food, so that they were literally starv- 
ing. Peaceful citizens had been fired 
on; women had been maltreated.) There 
was. general satisfaction that .the 
Americans had come at last, and con- 
ditions seemed favorable for American 
propaganda. The towns of Bacoor and 
Imus were selected for the purpose of 
experiment, and after talks with the 
local “head men,” a local form of gov- 
ernment was established. Encouraged 
by the result, the work was continued 
at Paranaque, Las Pinas and other 
towns with similar good results. 

At the request of Gen. Lawton, who 
had been assigned to this work by Gen. 
Otis, the commission prepared a simple 
scheme of municipal government, sim- 
ilar enough to the old system to be 
readily comprehensible to the natives, 
but giving them liberties which they 
had never before enjoyed. This scheme 
was adopted and gave general satis- 
faction. In every instance enthusiasm 
ran high before the commissioners took 
their departure, and cheers were raised 
for Gen. Lawton and for the country 
which he represented. 

The commission states that a large 
amount of supervision over the affairs 


} of our new municipalities proved nec- 


essary, as the officials were:timid and 
slow to comprehend their new duties. 
At many of the elections; the voters 
went about “asking whom they would 
vote for,”” and it was only with great 
dificulty that they were persuaded to 
exercise the right of free suffrage. 

The commission sums up the situa- 
tion at the time of their departure as 
follows: 

“When we left Manila, a large vol- 
ume of business was being-done, and 
the streets Were so crowded as to be 
hardly safe. The nafive population 
‘Was quiet and orderly4 and all fear of 
an uprising had long since passed. An 
efficient corps of native policemen was 
on duty. A system of public schools, 
in which English was taught, had been 
advocated by the commission and es- 
tablished by Gen. Otis. Some six 
thousand scholars were in attendance. 

“In the Tagalo province of Luzon,‘ 
where the anti-American feeling has 
been strongest, public.sentiment had 
greatly” changed, as evidenced by the 
fact that the military Governor of Bal- 
anga had offered to — surrender his 


‘troops and his. province if he would 


only send a.small force there. The. 
Biools in Southern Luzon had risen 
against their Tagalo masters. The 
Macabebes were clamoring for an op-. 
portunity to fight in our ranks, and 
native soldiers and scouts were also 


serving under Gen. Lawton. Stories of 


the corruption of insurgent  officefs 
were becoming daily more common, 
and the disintegration of the enemy's 
forces was steadily progressing. The 
hope of assistance from outside sources 
seemed to be all that held them to- 
gether.” 

Having given so much attentfon ‘to 
the Island of Luzon, the commission 
then takes in detail the conditions in 
the other islands: On this point it is 
stated that the rebellion is essentially 
Tagalo, and when it ends in Luzon it 
must end throughout the archipelago. 
The situation elsewhere than in Luzon 
is summed up as follows: 

“The only island, apart from Luzon, 
where serious trouble threatens is 
Panay, to which a considerable force of

“Whatever the future of the Philip- 
pines may be, there is no course open 
to us now except the prosecution of the 
War until the insurgents are reduced to 
submission. The commission is of the 
opinion that there has been no time 

nee the destruction of the Spanish 
squadron by Admiral Dewéy when it 
was possible to withdraw our forces 
from the islands, either with honor to 
ourselves or with safety to the in- 
habitants.” 

The commission then takes up the 
conditions of the country at the time 
of their arrival, comparing it with con- 
ditions existing at the time, and they 
left a short time ago. A vivid picture 
is given of the anarchy existing among 


the inhabitants in and about. Manila | 


during the early spring. 
“The situation in the city,” says the 


commission, ‘‘was bad. Incendiary fires | 


occurred daily. The streets were al- 
most deserted. Half the native popu- 
lation. had fled, and most of the -re- 
mainder were shut in their houses. 


Business was at A standstill. Insurgent | 


troops everywhere faced our lines, and 
the soufd of rifle fire was frequently 

audible in our house. ~A reign of terror 
prevailed. Filipinos wh» have fay ored 
Americans feared assassination, and 
few had the courage to come out openly 
for us. Fortunately, there were among 


mmber S0me of tha mon 


Tagalo soldiers was sent before an out- 
break of hostilities. Many of the 
Visayans of this island are opposed ‘to 
the Tagalos, however, and it is not be- 
lieved that the latter can make a for- 
midable resistance. In Samar, Leyte 
and Masbate, the Tagalo invaders are 
numerically few and are disliked by 
the natives of these islands, whom 
they. have oppressed. We were as- 
stred that*200 men would suffice to re- 
store order in Mindoro; Bobol was ask- 
ing for troops; the Calamianes Island- 
ers had sent word they would welcome 
us. There can be no resistance in Pal- 
awan. Satisfactory rélations had al- 
ready been established with the war- 
like Moros, whose Sultan had previously 
been conciliated by a member of the 
commission, and in Mindanao, this tribe 
had ever taken up our cause and at- 
tacked the insurgents, of whom there 
are very few in the island. In Cebu, 
we have only to reckon with the law- 
less element, which has never been 
very formidable there.” 

Special attention is given to the isl- 
and of Negros, as this seemed a field 
well adapted to the extension of an 
American system. Here the natives 
had adopted a local form of govern- 
ment, including a congress, and had 
raised the American flag. They believed 


themselves capable of managing their 


own affairs and asked for a battalion of 
troops to hold in check a mountainous 
band of fanatics. The battalion was 
furnished, but the people proved unable 
to carfy out their programme, owing 
to ill feeling among their own officials. 
The Americans remained popular. At 
the request of Gen. Otis, a new and 
simplified scheme of government for 
the ‘Island, giving the people “a large

power. In any event, the. American 
people may feel. confident that no effort 
was onjitted by the commission to se- 
cure a peaceful: end ,of the struggle, 
but the opportunities they offered and 
urged were all neglected, if not, in- 
deed, spurned.” 

The chapter devoted to “Capacity for 
self-government” is the result, the re- 
port says, of diligent inquifty for sev- 
eral months,.in the course of which a 
great number of witnesses were exam- 
‘ined, of all shades of political thought 
and varieties of occupation, tribe: and 
locality. The most. striking‘and, per- 
haps, the most significant fact in the 
entire situation is the multiplicity. of 
tribes inhabiting the archipelago; the 
diversity of their languages, (which 
are mutually unintelligible,) and the 
multifarious phases. of civilization, 
ranging all the way from the highest 
to the lowest. As to this the report 
says: “The Filipinos are not a nation, 
but a variegated assemblage of differ- 
ent tribes and peoples, and their loyalty 
is still of the tribal type.” 

Cc oneerning their intellectual capacity, 
the commission says: 

“As to the general intellectual capaci- 
ties of the Filipinos, the commission is 
disposed to rate them high. But ex- 
cepting in a limited number of persons, 
these capacities have not been devel- 
oped by education or experience. The 
masses of the people are uneducated. 
Their lack of education and political 
experience, combined with their racial 
and linguistic diversities, disqualify 
them, in spite of their mental gifts and 
democratic virtues, to undertake the 
task of governing the archipelago at 
this time. 

“The most that ean be expected of 
them is to coiperate with the Ameri- 
cans in the administration of general 
affairs from Manila as a center,«and | 
to undertake, subject to American con- 
trol or guidance (as may be found 
necessary,) the administration of pro- 
vincial and municipal affairs. Fortu- 
nately there are educated Filipinos, 
though they do not constitute a large 
proportion of the entire population, 


and their support and services will be 


of incalcfilable value in inaugurating 
and maintaining the new government. 
As education advances and experience 
ripens, the natives may be entrusted 
with a larger and more independent 
share of government; self-government 
as the American ideal being con- 
stantly kept in view as the goal. In 
this way American sovereignty over 
the archipelago will prove a great po- 
litical boon to the people. _. 

“Should our power by any fatality 
be withdrawn, the commission believes 
the government of the Philippines 
would speedily lapse into anarchy, 
which would excuse, if it did not ne- 


cessitate, the intervention of other 


powers and the eventual division of 
the islands among them. 

“Only through American occupation, 
therefore, is the idea of a free self- 
governing and united Philippine com- 


monwealth at all conceivable. And |,P° 


the indispensable need from the Fili- 
pino point of view of maintaining 
American sovereignty over “the hi- 
pelago. is recognized by ‘all intelligent 
Filipinos, and.even by those insur- 
gents who desire an American pro- 
tectorate. The-latter, it is true, would 
take the revenues and leave us the re- 


sponsibilities. Nevertheless, they rec- 


ognize the indubitable fact that the 
Filipinos cannot stand alone. 

“Thus the welfare of the Filipinos 
coincides with the dictates of national 
honor in forbidding our abandonment 
of the archipelago. . We cannot, from 
any point of view,,.escape the responsi- 
bilities of government which our sov- 
ereignty entails, and the commission is. 
strongly persuaded that the perform- 
ance of our national duty will: prove 
the perce blessing to the peoples of 
hilippine Islands.’ 

One of the closing chapters of the re- 
port is devoted ~ a tribute to “Our 
soldiers and sailors in the war.’’ The 
commission dismisses the report;of the 
desecrating of churches, the murder- 
ing of prisoners and the committing of 
unmentionable crimes, and say they 
are glad to express the belief that a 
war was never more humanely con- 
ducted, saying: “If churches were oc- 
cupied, it was only as a military neces- 
sity, and frequently after their use as 
forts by the insurgents had made ity 
necessary to train our artillery on 
them. Prisoners were taken whenever 
opportunity afforded, often to be set at, 
liberty after bein disarmed and fed. 
Up to the time of our departure, al- 
though numerous spies had been cap- 
tured, not a single Filipino had been 
executed.” 

The tommission gives a general view 
of the value of the islands, their gen- 
eral richness in agricultural and forest 
products, their mineral wealth, and 
their commanding geographical posi- 
tion. They state that-the Philippines 


» shauld soon become one of the great 


traders of the East. Manila is already 
connected by new steamship lines with 
Australia, India and Japan, and she 
will become the natural terminus of 
many other Hines when a ship canal 
connects the Atlantic with the Pacific. 
It cannot be doubted that commerce 


“will greatly increase and the United 


States will obtain a large share in this 
treatment. 

The report concludes: “Our control 
means to the inhabitants of the Philip- 
pines internal peace and order, a guar- 
antee against foreign aggression, and 
against the dismemberment of their 
country, commercial and industrial 
prosperity and as large a share of the 
affairs of government as they shall 
prove fit to take. When peace and. 
prosperity shall have been established 
throughout the archipelago, when edu- 
cation shall have become general, then, 
in the language of a leading Filipino, 
his people will, under our. guidance 
‘become more American than the Amer- 
icans themselves.’ ”’

Her coal capacity is from 
900 to 2000 tons. She will carry a crew 
of 755 men; has two torpedo tubes, and 
her armament will consist of four 12- 
inch guns, twelve 6-inch quick-firing 
guns, eighteen 12-pounders, twelve 3- 
pounders and eight rapid-fire guns. Her 
armor is nine inches of Harveyized 
steel, and over her bulkheads she has 
14 to 19 inches of Harveyized steel 
plate, and her gun positions are pro- 
tected by 14 to 16 inches of Harvey zed 
steel.

IN CERAM ISLAND. 


Town of Ombhei Wholly Destroyed 
and Many Settlements Orushed 
by the Avalanche of Rocks 
Torn Loose.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Nov. 2.—[Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.] News was brought 
by the steamer Miowera, which ar- 
rived this morning from Sydney, of an 
appalling earthquake disaster with 
terrible loss of life, October 10, in the 
ssuthern portion of Ceram, sometimes 
spelled Sirang, one of the largest. of 
the Molucca Archipelago, part of the 
Dutch possessions in the Far East. It 
is the second in, size of the group of 
fsiands located between Borneo and 

Papua and northeast of Amboina. 
According to reports which were car- 


tne west coast of Australla, and wired 
thence to Brisbane, about four thous- 
and Malays and Papvans found death. 
fv: the quake which utterly destroyed 
the town of Omhei and opened huge 
crevasses, some of them hundreds of 
yards in width, in slopes reaching from 
tiie mountains in the center of the isl- 
aids to the coast. 

Avalai;iches of rocks, split from the 
mountain sides by the terrific concus- 
gion, rolled down the range, burying 
inany settlements and burying some 
tiundreds of Papuans who inhabit the 
interior of the island: The Malay ele- 
frent atomg the coast suffered even 
worse. Far out to sea seismic dis- 
turbances were felt, and huge tidal 
Waves were caused which swamped 
@everal coast villages and claimed 
large numbers of victims. 
~ It was in the vicinity of Omhei that 
the disaster was most Seriously felt. 
here dwellings collapsed like stacks 
of cards, urying the unfortunate 
townsmen, ana the earth opened and 
swallowed the ruins. Over two thous- 
and people Jost their lives there alone, 
and together with those lost by the 
froods and quakes in the coast-villages, 
the estimate of 4000 dead and 500 in- 
jured will be found to be a conserVa- 
tive one. 

To show how the seas swept in shore, 
when the, disturbance was over, num- 
bers of feluccas that lay anchored off 
the fishing villages in Huvamodel Bay 
were found lying on the hilltops, some 
hundreds of feet above the sea. The 
old Dutch fort at amr stcl was de- 
stroyed.

HARDY MURDERED AND ROBBED. 


IDENTITY ESTABLISHED, 
[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—There is no 
room to doubt that the body found in 
the bay at Keyport, N. J., last even- 
ing was that of Frederick Hardy, Jr., 
aged 21, of Mt .Pleasant, Tenn., or that 
the young man was murdered and an 
attempt made to conceal the crime by 
sinking the corpse in the bay with a 
stone attached to the body. The ac- 
cumulation of gases in the body 
caused it to rise to the surface, and 
it was discovered by oystermen. The 
pockets of the clothing were turned in- 
side out, and his money and watch 
were gone.._There were, 

Hardy had been beaten over the head. 

Hardy, who came to New York to 
study art, was last seen alive Sunday 
evening, October 22, when he left the 
home of E. C .Moxham, an old family 
friend living in the Fort Hamilton sec- 
tion of Brooklyn. He could not have 
had more than $30 with him. The 
mother and sister of the dead man 
sailed for Europe recently. His father 
came East when informed of the disap- 
pearance of his son, and with relatives 
residing here is pursuing an investi- 
gation. 

Several visiting cagds bearing the 
name ‘Fritz Hardy,’ were found 
among the trees and shrubs on 
the shore road near the water’s edge 
near Ninety-ninth street, in Brook- 
lyn. No significance was at- 
tached to the fact until the finding of 
Hardy’s body was published today.

ity was made, and upon a fence which 
guards the water side of the road 


stains which looked like blood were a

discovered. It seems probable 
Hardy was assaulted and murdered 
here, and his body towed across the 
Narrows and down the bay, near 
where it was found, a_ distance of 
about fifteen miles.

» Johnson, the millionaire street-railway 


man, is only a few rods from the prob- 
able scene of the murder, and it is only 
a short distance to the home of Mox- 
ham, where Hardy spent his last even- 
ing. At this season of the year the 
section is nearly deserted. There has 
been some complaint recently by peo- 
ple of the vicinity that rough-looking 
men have been loitering along the 
shore road in the Fort Hamilton and 
Bay ‘Ridge section, having taken 
refuge there from the activity of the 
police of the borough 6f Manhattan,

On the first floor is a halLto be used 
for she nightly meetings, and adjoin- 
ing it is a large room _ containing 
twenty spring beds furnished with mat- 
tresses, blankets, pillows and snowy 
white sheets. ; 

Upstairs are seventeen small rooms, 
each containing,similar beds—the total 
equipment of the place being seventy 
beds. On the second floor is a bath- 
room and it is the intention to put an- 
other bathtub in the lower sleeping- 
room. Those needing it will be com- 
pelled to bathe before occupying a bed. 

A laundry is to be established for 
the convenience of those lodgers who 
wish to wash their clothing, and it is 
hoped that some light manufacturing 
industry may be carried on in a room 
now used as a reading-room. 

' The price of a bed is 10 cents, and 
all comers will be received. A place 
for -“‘drunks” will be provided in the 
basement, and the’ army ‘will do what 
it can to get these men off the streets.

OCTOBER’S BIG BANK CLEARINGS. 


THE BEST EVER KNOWN. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Bradstreet’s 
in its issue of Saturday will say that 
the -ban k clearings = for Octo ber con- | 
stitute a remarkable feature of the 
general financial and commercial situa- 
tion. This is not owing to the enor- 
mous size of the aggregates for the 
total, for the whole of the United States 
has been exceeded séveral times, and 
it is not certainly because of the gains 
‘shown over the September total, for it 
will be recalled that September was 
largely curtailed by holidays and cele- 
brations generally. ? 

What is deservedly noticeable, how- 
ever is that the aggregate clearings of 
all cities of the country, with the sole 
exception of New York, was the larg- 
est ever paid, exceeding even the rec- 
ord month of March last by over 7 
per cent. This certainly seems to point 
to one thing, and that is, that, except- 


somet 
(especially in March last) displays the 
effect of heavy stock-market specula- 
tion, the aggregate trade of the coun- 
try in the month just closed was the 
heaviest ever known. 

The aggregate clearings of seventy- 
six cities for the month was $8,270,365,- 
635, a gain of 18 per cent. over those 
of September, heavier than those of 
October a year ago by 40.6 per cent.: 
47.6 per cent, larger than those of 
October, 1897; 94 per cent. in excess of 


those of October, 1894, and 61 
per cent. heavier than those of 
October, 1892. Outside of New 


York the clearings in October exceeded 
those of September 15 per cent., and 
actually exceeded those of March, the 
highest total heretofore reported, by 
over 7 per cent. x 

As explanatory of the good showing 
made by the country generally, - it 
might be stated that, while New York. 
City shows a gain of 48 per cent., Bos- 
ton, second in the list of clearings, 
shows a gain of 37 per éent., and Chi- 
cago, third in the list, reports the 
heaviest clearings on record and a gain 
of 22 per cent. over a year ago.

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THE WAGES OF SIN. 


CITIZEN .OF COLTON ATTEMPTS 
MURDER AND KILLS HIMSELF. 


George M. Hubbard’s Infatuation 
for a Woman of the Town and His 
Love of Drink Bring Him to a Piti- 
ful End—A Husband and Father. 
Well Connected. 


A tragedy was enacted about 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon in a_ sporting 
house kept by Mrs. Cunningham in the 
alley between Broadway, Spring, 
Fourth and Fifth streets. As a result, 
George M: Hubbard, a_ well-known 
real-estate agent of Colton, lies dead 
on a slab at C. D. Howry’s undertaking 
parlors, with a bullet through his 
brain, and Edna Howard, alias Powers, 
a sporting woman, occupies a cot at 
the Good Samaritan Hospital with a 
bullet from a 32-caliber revolver \- 
bedded under her right shoulder blade. 
She is in a fair way to recover, and 
unless unexpected complications set 
in, will be up and around again in a 
few days. 

The deep infatuation of Hubbard for 
the Howard woman, and her lack of 
encouragement to his attentions, and 
the fact that he had been drinking 
heavily for several days past, are said 
to be the causes of the tragedy. Hub- 
bard came to Los.Angeles quite fre- 
quently, ‘and on each occasion, it is 
said, he drank to excess and forced 
his attentions on the Howard woman. 

One week ago today Hubbard left 
Colton for this city. He spent consid- 
erable time at the races and indulged 
his appetite for liquor without stint, 
frequently calling on, the object of his 
infatuation at the house in the alley. 
Yesterday morning he went there as 
early as 9 o’clock, and repeated his 
visits several times during the day. 

During the afternoon the Howard 
woman ‘induced him to promise that 


| he would take the evening train for 


home. He made a last call on her 
shortly before 5 o’clock, evidently with 
the intention of killing both the woman 


and himself, as: they had no quarrel. 


before the shots were fired, and were 
evidently about to part good friends. 
The Howard woman’s room, where the 
two were sitting before the tragedy, is 
close- to the front door, and the land- 
lady’s room is directly opposite. .Miss 
Howard had opened the front door for 
Tiubbard, who fired on the woman just 
as he left her room. Mrs. Cunning- 
ham, the landlady, said last night in 
regard to the affair: 

“T was in my room, when suddenly 
I heard a shot. Edna came running 
to me, screaming: ‘My God! I believe 
he’s killed me! Get mea doctor quick.’ 

“{ sent out and also telephoned for a 
doctor, but could not find one, and the 
patrol wagon soon came and took 
Edna tothe Receiving Hospital. The 
body of Hubbard was taken to How- 
ry’s. 

“I can’t imagine why he did such 
thing. They were not quarreling. He 
was not of a quarrelsome disposition. 
She kept begging him to go home to 
his wife and family, and he finally 
promised.to do so. Just as she opened 
the door for him to pass out, and had 
turned to bid him good-by, he put the 
revolver to her breast and fired. 

“As she ran screaming into my room, 
Hubbard backed into her room, in the 
door of which he was standing when 
he shot her. He sat down on the edge 
of the bed and shot himself through 
the head. His body fell back on the 
bed, and he must have died instantly, 
as his features looked as though nota 


muscle twitched after he fired the fatal 


shot.” 

After ascertaining the nature of the 
Howard woman’s wound, Police Sur- 
geon Hagan had her removed to the 
Good Samaritan Hospital; where he 
treated her. He found that the bullet 
entered her right breast, passed 
through the right lung and lodged be- 
hind the right shoulder blade, where 
it remains. 

Miss Howard retained consciousness 
during the dressing of her wound. She 


was_resting easy last night under the | 


influence of opiates, and Dr. Hagan ex- 
pressed the opinion’ that, unless unex- 
pected complications set in, she will 
soon recover. After the tragedy the 
woman’s chief concern seemed to be 
for the dead man’s widow and family, 
for whom she expressed great sym- 
pathy. She seemed to think her own 
injuries of no special importance. 

Dr. Hutchison, formerly family phy- 
sician for Hubbard, called at Howry’s 
last night to see the remains. He tele- 
phoned to Mr. Wilcox at Colton, a 
brother-in-law of deceased, and was 
informed that the former would arrive 
in this city this morning at 9 o’clock. 

Hubbard had on his person a num- 
ber of letters, private papers, a purse 
containing a number of small photo- 
graphs, a gold watch and about $5 in 
change. -_He was an athletic man, 6 feet 
in height. and weighed about 180 
pounds. 
a short brown mustache. 

HUBBARD'’S HISTORY. 


George M. Hubbard had lived in Col- 
ton for thirteen years., and was well 
known throughout San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties. He was a native 
of Iowa, and was. about: 40 years of age. 
Ever since his arrival in California he 
had engaged in the real-estate business 
and had made a number of very large 
deals in ranch and fruit-growing prop- 
erty. He has from time to time pos- 
sessed a number of orange orchards, 
and at the time of his death owned an 
extensive orchard near Colton. He was 
an enthusiast on the subject of orange 


Teculture, and was a prominent member 


of the Colton Fruit Exchange. He was 
also a director of the Perris Water 
Company, and was a large stockholder 
in a building and loan association in 
Colton. He owned, brick business 
block in that city and considerable 
other realty there. . 

He was not a drinking man when at 
home, and there no one questioned his 
respectability, and he was considered a 
substantial business man in whom the 
community had confidence. To some of 
his intimate friends, however, it was 
no secret that when he came to Los 
Angeles or went to other cities where 
it was not likely that his doings would 
become known at home, he ‘went all 
the paces.” A railroad ticket found on 
his person shows that .he came here 
October 27, probably to attend the 


races, for he is known-to,-have gone to-+ 


the track on the occasion of the last 
pacing race there. 

Hubbard leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren, two daughters aged respectively 
12 and 5 years, and two sons, one 9 
years old, and the other 18 months old. 
His father, F. M. Hubbard, was for- 
merly. ty Treasurer of Colton, and is 
now ged ‘in the drug business 
there. 

Nearly three years ago Cory Hub- 
bard, a brother of the deceased, was ac- 
cidentally shot and killed while making 
a tour of the United States of Colombla 
with Harry Spring and Charles Nelson, 
both of Colton. Spring and Nelson 
were placed in jail by the Colombian 
authorities, and charged with the mur- 
der of their companion. For more than 
eighteen months they remained: in 
prison, unable to secure a final trial. 
They were finally released through the 
intervention of a United States Consul. 

W. W. Wilcox, brother-in-law of the 
deceased, will arrive here this morning 
to make the necessary arrangements to 


‘take the body to Colton for burial.

The “Maltese Cross” 
brafid was a pure rubber hose similar 
to the style used several years aga, 
and ‘since supplanted by the cotton- 
jacket hose. While the ‘‘Rescue Jacket” 
Was put in at 75 cents per foot, and 
the “Ajax” at 85 cents, the ‘Maltese 
Cross” was listed at $1.10. The latter,

HE LONGED FOR ‘DEATH. 


PRISONER IN THE COUNTY JAIL 
ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


J. H. Ormandy, a Convicted Coun- 
terfeiter, Attempts to End His Life 
by Slashing ‘an Ineffectual Gash 
Across His Left Wrist, and is Sorry 
That He Was So Rash. F : 


A little past midnight yesterday 
morning J. H. Ormandy attempted to 
commit suicide in the County Jail. The 
effort was crude and just about as ef- 
fective as if a man should try to kill 
himself by scratching the back of his 
hand with a pin. The means used to 
conceal the act, however, would cer- 
tainly have courted death had not the 
execution of the prisoner’s intent been 
so exceedingly poor. ‘ 
Ormandy is one of two counterfeiters 


Angeles for trial in the Federal Court. 
His confederate was Frank Raymond. 
Their specialty was the manufacture 
of first-class nickels at a cost that 
pushed the government out of the 
ranks of competition. . 
‘When they were arraigned for trial, 
Raymond pleaded guilty, in the gener- 
ous hope that by shouldering the en- 
tire load of blame he could thus .exon- 
erate his ‘working mate and be the 
means of estabNshing his innocence 
and discharge. But Ormandy was 
tried, found guilty and sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary at San 


Quentin, Raymond receiving a similar 


sentence. 
. This was but a few days ago and 


‘since then both men have been lying 


in the County Jail. They are to be 
taken north within a day or two. A 
photographer was called in yesterday 
to take their pictures. 

Ormandy has always occupied a cell 
in the United States tank and had a 
reputation for being a model prisoner. 
He is quiet, clean, gentlemanly and a 
worker. He enjoyed the distinction of 
being a “trusty.” The _ story of Or- 
mandy’s life is a sad one of early hopes 
blasted by the miserable failures of 
after years, and aspirations blighted 
by reverses of fortunes and the in- 
gratitude of children. Once a success- 
ful- Denver banker of proud position 
and honored family, he has last 
reached the sloughs that lie at the base 
of a long and gradual decline, 

Of late he has been unusually de- 
spondent. He retired early Wednesday 
night, although it is supposed that it 
was not until after midnight that he 
attempted to take his life. This he did 
with the piece of an old case knife, 
cutting a short, shallow gash across the 
left wrist. The big artery that sup- 
‘plies the hand with . blood. was not 
touched. After the gash had been 
made, he lay down on his couch and 
‘Wrapped the injured arm in a blanket 
in such a way that he might easily 
have bled to death without attracting 
the attention of the night guards. But 
*he cut was so much of a scratch, and 
nothing more, that it bled perhaps a 
half a pint only, before it quickly co- 
agulated. All night long, however, Or- 
mandy awaited the coming of death— 
which refused his timid beckoning. 

About 6:30 o’clock the turnkey un- 
locked the cells in the tank, and all the 
prisoners turned out for breakfast, 
served an hour later. Ormandy, how- 
ever, seemed to be oversleenine him- 
self, whereupon Charls T. Mootry, the 
alleged wife murderer, went over to 
rouse him up. Mootry immediately 
realized what had happened and be- 
gan pounding the emergency signal on 
the side of the tank. 

Jailer Murphy heard the notse and 


vestigate. The would-be suicide re- 
fused to say anything whatever, and 
Werden sent down word to telephone 
for a doctor. . 

Ormandy, however, was but little in- 
jured. He was not even so weak but

of stairs to the office of the jail. Dr.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 1—For the 
past half zen years the annual re- 


ports of the Governors of Arizona to 
the Secretaries of .the Interior have 
been much in the style of immigration 
pamphlets, celebrating the natural re- 
sources of the Territory, and presenting 
as attractively and as fully as possible, 
the advantages here offered to seekers 


N. O. Murphy, of which 
the proofsheets are just at hand, is no 
exception to the rule. It will be the 
largest report ever issued from Ari- 
zona, and is to be profusely illustrated.

the background. 

The Governor, believes that Arizona 
has now a population of 100,000, an in- 
crease of 5000 during the fiscal year 
past. The increase has been distrib- 
uted very evenly, though the mining 
districts probably received the major 
share. “Our citizens,”’ he declares, “are 
industrious, intelligent, patriotic and 
brave, such people as. make up the 
bone and sinew of the nation. Social 
and moral conditions here compare 
favorably with any portion of the 
Union.” 

The Territory has an assessment roll 
of $32,509,520, the main items being land 
and improvements, $9,394,799; city and 
town lots and improvements, $8,276,915; 
99914 miles of railway, $4,189,075; 369,876 
head of cattle, $3,855,953. On nearly a 
half million head of+sheep the assess-

acres, 

No recommendations are made con- 
cerning forest growths. Arizona has. 


the largest unbroken pine forest. in the 


‘United States, covering an area of over 
6000 square miles, the timber being 
usually found at an altitude between 
5500 and 7500 feet. The total quantity 
of pine timber fit for sawing purposes 
within the Territory amounts to 10,000,- 
000,000 feet. 

Agricultural questions and water 
storage are treated of at length, par- 


.ticularly with reference to the products 


of the irrigated valleys of South-Cen- 
tral Arizona. The Governor presents, 
to the extent of several pages, his pe- 
culiar views in favor of the cession by 
Congress to Arizona of the public 
lands within the Territory’s borders. In 
considering the extension of the arable 
area, the further development of the 
water supply is deemed “one of the 
most absorbing problems with which 
the people of the Territory have to. deal. 
Without water the lands are absolutely 
worthless, even for the most meager 
grazing. The government derives no 
revenue from them, and never will, be- 
cause practically all the area that can 
be reclaimed through ordinary methods 
has been filed upon. The remainder 
will, for all time, bé in the hands of 
the government, a worthless asset. I 
regard it as hopeless to expect that 
the government will embark upon a 
general policy of reservoir construc- 
tion. It does not appear that any solu- 


‘tion of the question can be hoped for 


in that direction. It is my belief that 
this great problem would be best 
solved by the cession of the land to the 
Territory. Once placed in control of’ 
these lands, our people, acting through 
their Legislature, would be in a position 
to raise the necessary capital where- 
with to construct the “needed reser-’ 
voirs.” In his reference to the ever- 
renewing trouble between cattle and 
sheep-owners, the Governor recurs to 
his pet theory, and states that, “Ces- 
sion of all the - public lands to 
the Territory would enable the 
ritorial government to formulate and 
carry out a system of leasing.”

Though $30,000 has been expended by 
the Territory in holding a Statehood 
convention, the boon of admission is 
still denied Arizona. According to the 
Governor, 
Arizona has developed from a primitive 
frontier region into. .one of the most 
progressive, enlightened anl law-abid- 
ing communities of the Union, is 
neither understood nor appreciated by 
eastern representatives, otherwise the 
boon of self-government would not now 
be denied us. The Territory has a 
wealth of $100,000,000, were it all as- 
sessed. It has greater wealth and pop- 
ulation than had a large majority of 
the States when they were admitted, 
its undeveloped resources are almost 
incalculable, and the people unani- 
mously demand recognition of the 
rights to which they are entitled under 
the Constitution. Statehood has been 
denied to Arizona because of sectional 
prejudice, ignorance, imaginary par- 
tisan policy and pure selfishness. The 
latter reason exists in the fact that 


our eastern brethren. are unwilling to 


divide legislative representation in 
Congress; they refuse to grant to their 
brother Americans in the West, who 
are their equals in every respect, the 


same privileges under the Constitution | 


which they énjoy, and for which the 
founders of the republic fought and 
bled.” 


“Arizona,” writes Gov. Murphy, “has 
as fine educational advantages as any 
State in the Union. There are two Nor- 
mal schools and a thoroughly equipped 
university, and the common-school sys- 
tem is not excelled anywhere. The Ter- 
ritory is especially noted for its fine 
district-school buildings, surpassing in 
this respect the oldest States.” The 
school system is modeled after that of 
California. The school district is the 
unit of the system. Within the Terri- 
tory, between the ages of 6 and 18, are 
19,823 childrén; of which number 15,898 
were enrolled in the schools last term. 
Of the census enumeration, 187 are 
other than white. There are 106 gram- 
mar schools and 255 primary schools, 
and the average school term is 6.34 
months. School. district property is 
valued at $490,504. Support for the 
schools is secured almost wholly ~ by 
taxation, the Territorial school tax be- 
ing 3 cents, and the county rates from 
80 to 80 cents on $100 of valuation. The 
receipts from gambling licenses, poll 
taxes, fines and escheated estates go as 
well to the school funds. Last year’s 
income, from all sources, was $285,756. 
The teachers number 373, 251 women 
and 122 men. One hundred and twenty 
are Normal graduates. The average 
salaries paid are, to men, $74.70: to 
women, $64.40. The use of a uniform 
series of text books is enforced, as well 
as adherence to a complete manual and 
course of study lately prepared by R. 
L. Long, Superintendent of Public In- 
struction.

The National Guard, comprising one 
regiment of infantry and the staff of 
the Governor, has a_ strength of 505. 
Though no appropriation for the main- 
tenance of the Guard was made at the 
last session of the Territorial Legisla- 
ture, it is noted with satisfaction that 
the organization and discipline of ° the 
Guard have not suffered and that pop- 
ular pride and interest therein have 
not been diminished. It is noted in the 
report of Adjt.-Gen. Robinson that 
the percentage of National Guardsmen 
in Arizona is greater than in any other 
State or Territory. The general pro- 
portion is one and one-half guardsmen 


five to the 1000. 

The main paper contributed is by 
Prof. W. P. Blake, head of the mining 
department of the Territorial Univer- 
sity and holder of the honorary office of 
Territorial Geologist. Prof. Blake’s ar- 
ticle comprehends a complete survey 
of the mineral and geological condi- 
tions of Arizona and a history of 
mining in the Southwest since the 
earliest Spanish occupation. The Goy- 
ernor adds that the past year has 
been the most prosperous in the his- 
tory of mining within the Territory, 
and that Arizona is on the way to be- 
coming the most profitable and the 
greatest mining section in the coun- 
try. It has been shown that Arizona’s 
mines maintain the value of their ores 
with depth. During the past year the 
attention of investors has been enlisted 
as never before and sales have been 
numerous. There has been a notable 
increase-in the—-production—of gold and. 
a remarkable revival of silver mining. 
It is urged that a branch mint and as- 
say office be established within the 
Territory. The output of copper has 
increased at a marvelous rate.

T IS a difficult. matter, after view-

Il arrived at. Corona last Friday e even- 
ing, ready for a day with the commit- 
tee on Saturday. Five of the leading 
orange-growers drove around to the 
hotel Saturday morning early in a 
carriage, and from that time till dark 
I was driven over the colony, and to 
the headworks of their irrigating sys- 
tem, some ten or twelve miles up the 
Temecula Cafion, toward Elsinore. The

The balance of the 3800 acres is 
divided into large and small ranches, 
| owned by resident growers, too numer- 
‘ous for listing, though some of them 
have very important holdings. 

Corona is jJustiy celebraied for the 
quantity and quality of its lemons, and 
it 18 no disparagement to. other local- 
ties ta say that this year it stands in 
the same relations to the lemon output 
in this section that Kiverside does to 
the orange. The lemons are in fine 
condition, the trees bearing enormous 
crops in most cases, and maturing in 
ime for the winter and early spring 
trade, 

Contrary to the usual rule, the 
lemon-growers of the colony have 
planted largely to more than one va- 
riety, ana the Eureka does not domi- 
nate the acreage here as it does in 
most: places. The Lisbon and Villa 
Franca are the other varieties, and 
they all do well, provimg this locality 
to be specially adapted to lemons. 
Another fact tending to show the qual- 
ity of the fruit is that only 7 per cent. 
was lost last season. by shrinkage be- 
tween the orchard and car, and 2 per 
cent. in culling. Several of the grow- 
ers told me they had made more 
money from lemons than from oranges 
the last three or four years. The 
lemon is a proiific bearer at Corona, 
for the one-third acreage produced 20u 
cars last season, as against 275 cars 
of oranges, from double the acreage 
in that fruit. Of orange groves about 
50 per cent. are Washington navels 
and 20 of St. Michaels, Valencias and

tem, for it is as valuable as it was ex- 
pensive, and is complete in stability 
and detail. 

Lhe climatic conditions of the Queen 

-olony are. extremely favorable to the 
production of citrus fruits. The lemon 
sroves how in full bearing show that 
ihe lands are practically frostiess, even 
in seasons of extreme cold. ‘The rise 
from the Santa Fé depot is over one 
hundred and fifty feet to the mile, 
placing most of the land far above the 
Santa Ana River Valley and givingit a 
salubrity wunexcell in this section. 
About one-third of the groves, how- 
‘ver, were injured materially -by the 
use of the salt waters of Elsinore Lake. 
Che trees under the Elsinore pipe line 
same very near perishing last year 
from the deposits of alkili and other 
injurious elements in the lake water. 
.ts use was entirely discontinued last 
December, and now the process of re- 
cuperation is going on rapidly under 
the careful husbandry of the growers. 
Che. effect of the salts was to make 
the trees drop their leaves, to cause the 
surface roots to rot and the trees to 
refuse to bloom. One can see to a line 
where the pure cienega water has been 
used, the upper two-thirds of the col- 
ony Showing as fine, vigorous groves 
as are to be found. In company with 
Mr. Sears, the manager of one of the 
large interests, I examined the roots 
of the lemon trees in one of the or- 
chards most severely affected by the 
Elsinore water. We excavated around 
ihe trees and found the old: dead roots 
interspersed with a network of young, | 
fibrous feeders. The orchard had prac- 
tically recovered, and in anotHer*,year 
will have reached its wonted state of 
vigor and productiveness. All who.are 
properly treating their damaged or- 
chards have them out of danger from 
this great calamity, and in another 
year Corona’s great misfortune will 
be but a memory. A wet winter will 
do much toward leaching out the de- 
posits of salt from the Elsinore Lake, 
and the growers will never use the 
waters again till the lake is drained 
of its destructive elements. 

The pride of Corona is the private 
grounds of Oscar Thieme. They equal. 
many small parks in their splendor 
and extent. I spent an hour in looking 
over Mr. Thieme’s collection of plants, 
many of which are rare, even 1n tropi- 
cal Southern California. He calls his 
béautiful ranch Lemonia, the } 
trees growing on his lands—all lemon. 
Do not visit this colony without driving | 
out to Lemonia, for thousands of dol- 
lars have been spent on these private 
grounds to further beautify a naturally 
lovely and sightly situation. 
The Queen Colony Fruit Exchange 
will handle 85 or 90 per cent. of the crop 
this year. Last season the exchange 
had-70 per cent., the W. H. Jameson in-’ 
terests 23 per cent., and all others 7 per 
cent. Mr. Jameson has signed the ex- 
change contract already, for the next

I found 
two large brick buildings under way in 
the business portion of the town, one 
of which is three stories high, with a 
It will contain an opera 
hall and a large fraternal hall, and is 
now nearly completed. Corona is grow- 
ing at a satisfactory rate, both in ranch 
and city-enterprises, and will always 
be a prosperous and progressive town. 
I cannot refrain from expressing, in 
behalf of The Times, an appreciation of 
the courtesies the paper- received 
through its representative during the 
pleasant and profitable time I spent 
with the people of Corona. 


MINOR NOTES. 

I find a growing disposition among’ 
orange packers to share each other’s 
experience in preparing oranges, and 
‘emons for market. The doors of the 
higher grades of packing-houses open 
freely to those seeking information 
improved appliances, convenience 
‘n floor-spacing, elevations and all that 
yertains to economy in fruit handling. 
No matter how much rivalry there is 
in securing and selling fruit all realize 
‘hat it should be put upon the market 
‘'n the best possible style. Committees 
are out now from several places look- 


| ing for improvements to adopt in their 


home packing plants. 
The late rains have advanced the 
coloring of the oranges very rapidly, 
and the conclusions regarding holiday 
fruit will have to be revised. In con- 
sequence, some of the packers are get- 
ting their packing-houses in shape to 
send out a limited quantity of oranges 
in November. The fruit is coloring 
av -enly and is showing up better than 
it has for years. The crop will be 
very large, and of very fine — 
I find a light but general demand for 
labor all over the territory I have vis- ' 
ited. This must not be taken for an 
invitation’ to laboring men to rush in 
from the East in large numbers, ex- 
pecting to find work awaiting them at 
every point. It is.a fact, however, that 
almost every community could employ 
a few more men at remunerative rates. 
When the orange-packing season is in 
full swing the deficiency will be more 
dérious, especially if.it is a rainy win- 
ter, curtailing the working days. It 
would be advisable for a few individ: 
uals in each eommunity to secure a. 
‘steady job for some desirable man, 
one who will be a credit to the place, 
and ask him to come to California for 
the winter. Should the demand for la- 
bor upon the grain farms get brisk, and 
unusual activity prevail in the mining 
districts, there will be a positive dearth 
of labor in Southern California for the 
next few months.

There {s one feature of the frrigation— 
problem that is open for serious inves- 
tigation in a few localities I have in- 
spected during the last few weeks. 
Where a cafon without a grade too 
heavy, and containing large cienegas, 
is found, great quantities of water 
could be held back for a dry year by 
the building of underground dams, 
These dams should be built from the 
bedrock, and in many cases would 
bring the water within easy pumping 
distance near the surface of the 
cienega. Constructions of this charac- 
ter could be made very cheaply of ce- 
ment, and, being underground, would 
not havé a heavy pressure requiring a 
strong structure. There are several 
instances where cienegas have been 
tunneled, and the tunnel sealed’ with 
cement at the close of the irrigation 
season, allowing the water to accumu- 


late through the winter as it did before

the cienega was tapped. Irrigators are 
studying the underground reservoir as 
they never did before, betause it has 
proven of inestimable value — other 
sources fail. 

In talking with three or four | rail- 
road men, whose_ opinion .I think is:

The Times 
‘has set forth many reasons against 
the continuation of the advanced 
minimum, but everything seems futile 
against the arbitrary and selfish ac- 
tion of the railroad officials: That the 
growers and shippers will finally suc- 
ceed. in enforcing a recognition of their 
right there is little doubt, but it will. 
be done by making it warm for all 
parties responsible for the unnecessary 
rulings. It has been shown by unde- 
niable proof that the railroad com- 
panies are not justifiable in advancing 
the minimum, and that freight rates 
should be lowered. This is the first 
requisite in the’ contest, and else 
Will follow if the shipping interests will 
present a united and aggressive front. 


. ORANGES IN THE SUMP. 


A Ruined Industry. 

HE TIMES has received a clipping 

marked “From a Denver paper,” 

which is given below; both for the 
mirth it will create and to show what 
masterful economy a_ general freight 
agent can command when he attempts 
to handle the truth. Here is the clip- 
ping, omitting the quadrupled ‘‘scare 
head,’”’ which is printed in all kinds of 
big type: 

“Denver men who invested several 
years ago in orange groves of South- 
ern California are devoutly wishing 
they had expended their money on 
some enterprise nearer home. Three 
years of*drought, have almost ruined 
the orange industry in some parts of 
California, and it is freely prophesied 
that if heavy rains do not fall. within 
the next few months it will be neces- 
sary to cut down thousands of trees, 
provided the roots are to be’ preserved 
for future growth. The trunks of the 
trees are cut off at a certain distance 
from the ground, giving a chance for 
new branches 
years. 

“C,. A. Tripp, general western freight 
and passenger agent of the Missouri 
Pacific road, with headquarters in this 
city, is one of the Denver men who has 
been ‘growing’ an orange orchard near 
Los Angeles. ‘The conditions,’ said he 
yesterday, ‘are thoroughly discourag- 
ing. Last year only six inches of rain 
fell in Southern California, and this 
year the rainfall has amounted to little 
more than an ordinary deposit of dew. 
Orange lands around Los Angeles, un- 
less they have artificial irrigation, are 
worthless.. I was obliged to pay $4 an 
inch for water, and very little was to 
be had at any price. The underground 
water is all utilized, and there is no 
future for irrigation in the region, as 
the flood waters are nil. Nature: des- 
tined the country for horned toads, 
and: not for orange groves.’ ”’ 

“Denver men” seem to be as short 


to appear in later 


on horticultural knowledge as they are 


on truth. Failure would stare these 
men in the face if oranges grew wild 
and they were furnished a basket in 
which to pick ’em. The testimony of 
those fellows would not be acceptable, 
even when they were telling the truth, 
for they would bungle it beyond recog- 
nition. Evidently some one has seen 
an..orchard under process of change 
rom a worthless variety to the Wash- 
ington navel. In that case the trunks 
are cut off, and new growth produced 
in which to insert the ouds of a new 
variety. Where this is done the 
branches appear a week or so after the 
trunk is decapitated and the orchard- 
ist will have a new head on his trees 
and bring them into bearing in two 
years. C. A. Tripp evidently holds 
his job down by pure mental force, 
otherwise he could not have the power 
to discover that orange groves around 
Los Angeles have to be irrigated to 
make them bear fruit. One not gifted 
as he is would have gone on several 
years longer «attempting to irrigate 
without water, or to grow oranges wild 
while attending to his business affairs 
on the other side of the divide. Mr. 
Tripp’s discovery is timely and shoul 
be given publicity along with those of 
liquified air and wireless telegraphy. 
He seems a little erratic, however, in 
stating that “nature has desi@fed the 
country for horned toads, and not for 
orange groves.”’ As a general freight 
agent, he no doubt handles hundreds 
of cars of oranges over his lines, and 
knows that from ten to fifteen thous- 
and cars are shipped every year. He 
knows, also, that no one places the 
crop of the coming season at less than 
14,000 cars, and while making these 
outrageous statements about Califor- 
nia his office was probably scheming 
to secure as much as possible of this 
fruit for the Missouri. Pacific. 

The Denver papers should be above 
publishing such unverified reports, for 
they have the means of finding out the 
facts concerning the.success of orange 
culture in California for the past year, 
or so. The truth is that the orang 
crop now maturing is the best ever pro- 
duced, in the size, quality and almost 
in quantity. The dry seasons have been 
a blessing to the country, for they 
‘have induced the development of wa- 
ter everywhere, and placed the country 
beyond danger from drought. Lands 
suitable for orange-growing were never 
so high in price or in such demand. 
They are being purchased by those who 
have been raising oranges for years, 
at from $500 to $1500 an acre. The facts 
are directly at varianee with the state-- 
ments made by the Denver paper, and 
‘should be given such publicity by the 
Coast press as to silence the yawpers 
of the Denver class. 


DECIDUOUS FRUITS, 
Cracking Apricot Pits. 
HE Santa Paula Chronicle gives 
the following interesting account 
of the manner in which the apricot 
pits are being handled. Heretofore the 
pits were used for fuel: 

“A Chapman machine for cracking 
and separating apricot seeds is in full 
operation across from the hotel. A 
few moments spent. in waiching it 
suffices to mark it as a matter of in- 
terest, well worth going to see. Mr.

FARM PRODUCTS. 


By-pro<ucts of Corn. 


T IS doubtful if the happy acteen: 

as he looks out over his acres of 

splendid corn, realizes how many 
new uses science has found for’ the 
product of his fertile fields. Corn, so 
long neglected, has within the last few 
years advanced rapidly in importance, 
not only as an article of food, but as 
raw material from which at least 
twenty manufactured compounds are 
produced. If the corn crop promises 
to be the greatest on record, it is also 
true that the-demand for corn will be 
equally as great. The fluttering green 
pennons on a thousand western prairies 
are the signal to all the wor!d that 
King Corn has come again into his own. 
One of the most important recent 
developments is the use of:corn in the 
manufacture of smokeless powder. 
Hundreds of thousands of gallons of 
distilled spirits, made from corn, have 
already been used by the great gov- 
ernment in making the new explosive, 
and until universal disarmament be- 
comes. more than a dream, the demand 
for corn for this purpose must con- 
stantly increase. In this view of the} 
case an increase in standing armies 
will be of value to the farmer, who 
may also look at the increased _ mili- 
tary activity in the Far East and in 
Europe without regret. . 
More important still to the farmer is 
the fact that twenty articles of com- 
merce are produced frem corn. Some 


of these corn products promise to at- 


tain wide use,.and their manufacture 
may develop into important new in- 


dustries. Here is the list of manufac- 
tured products for which corn  fur- 
nishes the raw material: > 


Mixing glucose, crystal glucose, grape 
Sugar, anhydrous grape sugar, special 


‘Sugar, Pearl starch, powdered starch, 


refined grits, flourine; dextrine, British 
gum, granulated gum, gum paste, corn 
oil, corn oil cake, rubber substitute, 
gluten feed, chop feed, gluten meal, 
corn germ. 

Every article of the grain, including 

the. cob, is manufactured into some 
useful product. A market is found 
among refiners of table syrups, brew- 
ers, leather manufacturers, fruit pre- 
servers, confectioners, druggists, cot- 
ton and paper mills, paper-box makers, 
mucilag and glue-makers, table-oil 
and lubricating-oil mixers, shade-cloth 
manufacturers, paint grinders and 
manufacturers of fiber. This long list 
gives an idea of the large number of. 
important industries which are now 
dependent to an extent on the product 
of western corn fields. 
Greatest in the promise of future de- 
velopments is the use of a corn 
product as a substitute for rubber. This 
new rubber, which is made from the 
waste of ordinary corn, will, it is prez. 
dicted, soon be used in the manufac- 
ture of all rubber goods, and, it is ex- 
pected, will cheapen the price of those 
goods 25 per cent. It can be produced 
so its inventors claim, for 6 cents a 
pound, and, in connection with an equal 
quantity of Para rubber, can be used 
in the production of all classes of rub- 
ber articles. 

In addition to the above compara- 
tively new-uses for corn, it should not 
be forgotten that the Indian corn 
propaganda is doing good work, both 
in this country and abroad, in dem- 
onstrating the great value of corn as 
a food. It is expected that the exhibit 
to be made at the Paris’ Exposition 
will give a great impetus to its use 
in Burope.—[Chicago Tribune. 


THE DAIRY. 


Feeding Calves, 

O MAKE a good cow from a good 
calf‘ two things must be guarded 
against, and they are a lack of food 
‘to make a proper growth, and the use 
of such food as will fatten instead of 
building up the frame and muscular 
system. The skim-milk-fed calf will 
usually make a better dairy cow than 
one that is allowed to suckle the old 
cow, if sufficient pains is taken to give 
the skim-milk at the right time and 
of a proper temperature, for two rea- 
sons, it does not put on so much fat 
while young, and it does not feel -the 
change so much when the milk is taken 
away, and it is made to live upon grass 
or hay. The latter is, however, in part 


‘due to the fact that, as the skim-milk 


is thought of little value for other pur- 
poses, its use is generally continued un- 
til the calf is three or four months old, 
when it ix well able to eat and digest 
other food, while those who let the calf 
continue sucking its mother, feel that 
it is costing too much, and want to 
wean it at six weeks old, or sooner. 

It the calf lays on fat while young, 
it seems to acquire in some way the 
peculiarity of the digestive organs 
changing all the food to fat, and when 
it becomes a cow it cannot be fed lib- 
erally for the purpose of increasing the 
milk without fattening up at once and 
giving less milk than before. In this 
respect at least the overfed calf is 
likely not to make as good a cow for 
milk as the one that has been under- 
fed. But the latter is likely to be un- 
dersized, and with digestive powers 
weakened by the course of starvation, 
and it is only by a long course of 
judicious and careful feeding that it 
can be brought to the form it should 
have had.—[Farm Journal.

Advance in Cattle: 


HE prediction made last spring and 

summer that there would soon be 

a dearth of cattle and swine in this 
country, seems to be realized, if the 
advancing prices of meats are any in- 
dication. It is not always~-that ad- 
vances in the retail prices of meats 
benefit the cattlemen and farmers, but 
they should, if matters are rightly reg- 
ulated.

A ROAD-MAKING MACHINE. 

An Australian paper publishes a cut 
and description of a road-making ma- 
chine which was recently tried in the 
colony of Victoria. The object is to 
convert flat, uneven roads_ into 
straight, even, convex surfaces, with a 
good waterfall to the sides. The first 
operation is to plow the road to a 
width of about a dozen furrows on each 
side, leaving the center untouched. 
The machine, which is drawn by six 
horses, by passing up and down the 
road a few times, removes the plowed 
soil to the middle, and leaves the road 
a convex surface, with a crown as high 
as is desired. The Australian paper 
gives the following deseription of the 
machine: 

The work is done with an iron. and 
steel moldboard, which is straight, 8 
about 18 inches wide, the 


blade being concave. The moldboard 


to any angle, to take 


in.a “scoop” from 4 feet to 8 feet wide; 
it can be raised bodily, or one end can 
be brought lower than the other; and 
the blade can be brought to any angle 
from the surface of the road. The an- 
gles of the moldboard are fixed and 
locked before starting. By this machine 
roads may be formed for one-quarter 
the cost of the old system. Though the 
machine is called a “roadmaker,”’ it 
might with propriety ‘be named a 
drainmaker, fire-plow, or irrigationist. 
For it’is capable, by the management 
of the moldboard, of cutting a drain 
to the depth of at least three feet. 
recently made one three feet deep in 
the center, five feet wide, the sides 
evenly sloped: from bottom to surface. 
There is an advantage in thus con- 
structing drains or irrigation channels, 
because they can be easily crossed by 
any vehicle. Roads made by the ma- 
chine cost 5-9 per chain, as against 
£1 by the old methods. To make a fire 
break, the machine cuts a clean 4 feet 
break 2 inches deep, removing the soil 
to the side, leaving a smooth, even sur- 
face, on which nothing is left for an 
approaching fire to lay hold of. Some

It continued to be the principal ave- 
nue for commerce between the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts of the United States 


continental railroad, the Union and 
Central Pacific, on May 10, 1869. Dur- 
ing the year ended June 30, 1869, the 
total value of merchandise’ shipped 
from New York to San Francisco and 
from San Francisco to New York via 
Panama amounted to $70,202,029. As 
the result of transcontinental railroad 
competition it fell in the following 
year to $18,594,255. During the year 
ended June 30, 1898, it amounted to 
only $4,887,289. Upon the completion 
of the Union and Central Pacific Rail- 
road line in 1869 the carriage of pas- 
sengers, the mails, coin and bullion. 
express goods, perishable goods. and 


at once deflected to the transconti- 
nental railroad, nevermore to be trans- 
ferred to any possible transisthmian 
rail or water route. Since the year 
1869 eight other transcontinental lines 
and parts of lines have been 
constructed direct communi- 
ations have been formed. with 
lines reaching to.-every center of 
trade and of production in this country 
from -the ‘Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from’ Canada to the Gulf. 

Thus an enormous internal and 
transcontinental traffic has sprung up. 
The total freight traffic of the Panama 
Railroad, through and local. embracing 
freights to and from the entire western 
coast of North America, Central Amer- 
fea and South America, amounted dur- 
ing the year 1887 to only 290,651 tons. 
whereas the tonnage carried across the 
continental divide by rail; according to 
the best means. of information, 
amounted to over’3,000,000 tons, and in- 
cluded freights of every class, from the 
highest to the lowest. Besides, an 
enormous. local: traffic has sprung up 
along the transcontinental lines ana 
their branches. A vast area has thus 
been reclaimed to the arts of civiliza- 
tion. The seventy-ton steel locomotive. 
and the eighty-pound steel rail have 
become the chief instrumentalities of 
the grandest and most efficient system 
of transportation ever seen on this 

globe, and the demand for still larger 
achievements {ts iniperative. The 
ton steel locomotive has been built.

CONDITIONS IN THE METAL TRADE. 


REVIEW BY THE IRON AGE. 
[A. P. BARLY A.M. REPORT.) 


. NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Discussing the condi- 
tions of the iron and metal trades, the Iron. 
Age will say: ‘‘Conflicting reports are current 
relative to the ore sales for the next season. 
While it does not appear that large purchases 
of Bessemer ores have been made, it is stated 
that considerable quantities of non-Bessemer 
ores have been placed with eastern furnaces. 

Pittsburgh records further sales of Bessemer 
pigs the most important being one lo€ of 50,000 
tons at $23.50, valley furnace. In foundry irons 
the leading eastern makers have again ad- 
vaneed prices, but as yet the upward move- 
ment does not seem to be quite general. The 
southern makers are rene, but values are un- 
changed. The principal during the 
past week has come from a large car-building 
interest, which is credited with purchases of 
30,000 tons in the aggregate. A review of the 
situation indicates that a number of the large 
smelters have not yet fully. covered beyond 
April, so that a buying movement is expected 
later on. A good deal of ado has 
over the return of American foundry 
Japan. We understand that the total 
of pig iron to Japan were about 
thousand tons, of which some remained uns 


the Pacific Coast, the quantity thus sent until 
now being 1200 tons. It is possible that a few 
thousand tons more are available and may be 
reimported. The billet situation has not quite 
cleared up. For prompt delivery high prices 
still prevail Fast and West; but for 1900 deliv- 
ery $35 to $36 is being done at Pittsburgh.

Among the export orders we may 
note the sale of about two thousand tons for a 
power-house at Glasgow, Scotland, and 1500 
tens for a-drydock at Havana. A good. deal-of 
tonnage has been placed for industrial build- 
ings. This Includes about twenty-five hundred 
tons in New York and about twelve thousand 
tons in the Central West)’ The beam-makers 
are to hold a meeting. which may discuss the 
attitude of the association to the proposed 
bridge consolidation,. which has’ not yet quite 
reached its final stage of development.

PASADENA, Nov. 2.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Excellent progress tis 
made daily by the directors of the 
Pasadena Hospital Association, and, 
thanks to their enterprise and public 
spirit, the city will very soon have a 
hospital in full working order.

It is fortunate that no ac- 
cident of a serious nature has occurred 
here while the city has been without 
hospital accommodations. 

J. W. Hugus of Altadena was elected 
a director of the association this after- 
noon, Ca subscriptions to- date 
amount to $835 and are still coming in. 
Thus there have been no con- 
spicuously large donations. It is prob- 
able that some ffine entertainments, 
which will attract society, will be given 
for the benefit of the hospital the com- 
ing winter. 

MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION. 

A meeting of the directors:of the 
Merchants’ Protective Association was 
held this afternoon. Steps were taken 
toward Maving a public meeting under 
the auspices of the associatior, with 
an address by a good speaker on some 
theme of immediate interest to our 
business men.

Substantially the same charge 
of petty larceny was placed against 
each of them. Ramirez, it is alleged 
in the complaint, “did sever, take. 
steal and carry away, from the realty 
‘of the Santa Monica Land and Water 
Company (meaning from the San Vi- 
ecente ranch) a corporation, persona! 
property, to wit, one tree of the value 
of $10.” 

The trial was by jury. Evidence was 


that Ramirez had cut certain timber. 
but it was not established that he re- 
moved it. The jury at a late hour this 
afternoon was still out. 

The locality .of the depredations 
which led to the arrests fs said to have 
been seldom visited by representatives 
of the ranch owners, so the thefts of 
wood might have been going on for a 
long time without discovery.
